ELECT U. S. SENATORS BY 
ULABVOm 

Twenty-seven SUtoa bara through 
their Legislatures declared In favor of 
an amendment to the constitution pro- 
viding for the election of United State* 
Senators by direct vote of the people. 
Only five States are necessary now to I 
propose an amendment which ('u>rht to 
be easily obtained under the prevaiing 
sentiment in regard to the Senate, the 
Bwjority af wbieb acu in utter disre- 
gard af tba paapla in favor of classes. 
If tka pnmM Saaato ia weeded out, 
aad al tka Itoitnri who bad proeorad 
tbairaaato hf fttaad aae b idad, tkara 
would kaidly ba a aarpefal'tf gaaid Mt. 
There ia avary raaaoa that the Senators 
should ba a l aa t ad by tha people and 
none that wa know of why they shoukl 
not. The ennatitution provide* that 
twu-thirds of the States acting togeth- 
er can propose amendments, which, 
when submitted, renuires the ratifica- 
tion of three-fourths of the States ask- 
ing through theii Legislatures or con- 
ventiooa. Tba Senators, a* a rule, are 
violently appaaed to the innovation, but 
tba Booaa, we believe, has on more 
thaa oaa aeeaaion expressed itself in
